Furtisy had withdrawn his mon 
from Lycemoun, heaving jained the galler- 
Jes and arranged with Tanghorno that-if the 
redoubt had to be evacuated, Sergt. Smith 
and Corporal Brackenbury, whom he hi 
loft behind, would fire the tring and join 
hix (Lunghorno’s) men as they retreated, 
Burning his barracks, Furnoy and his. yun. 
ners had taken their stations on the hills at 
midnight, _ enemy pressed to the 
assault with great vigour suffering heavily, 
losing fully 4 men before they realised 
that witheut urtillery brought against it 
our position was practically impregnabh, 
Ourloss by musketry fire fromthe bills above 
was comparitively trifling. Soon after 10, 
however, the enemy managed to get two db 
pounders up the hills,” and then the situa. 
tion changed. In half an hour we lost fivo, 
and thirty men killed, two Maximus wero 
disabled, and the walls were breached in 
several’places. Our men bad made some 
¥ery pretty practice, and more than ona 
French artilleryman™ 
over at 900 and 1,000 yards on tho crest of 
the hill. After Smith. had signalled in 
answer tu Tanghorne’s order that he had 
fired the mines, and he and the corputal 
had been seon to leave the forts, our peo- 
ple left the redoubt with the renuining 
Maxims in rear covering the retreat, 

The forts blew up with tremendous ex- 
plosions, breaking the chains ‘and sinking 
seme of the ships that had barred the pass: 
Smith and Brickenbury fired Shaukiwan 
as they came through to_jein Tanghorne, 
who also burnt Quarry Bay as he fought 
his way back, losing heavily. Tanghorne, 
with one Maxim, ma’e his last stand at 
Tratszemui Police Station, wherethey were 
‘finally all alnin. Previous to this, how- 
ever, ho had sent Narsball and half-a-dozen 
men ahead to fire the Langkat vil depot 
at Whitfeild, When Huzzad and Rook- 
shank froin Stoneeutters sw tho Oil 
Depot at North Point blading, they ro- 
alized that tho defence way forced to the 
Kast, and opening fire. on. Kellett’s 
Island explodel the Magazine m a fow 
Ininutes, after which they continued - firing 
at the North Point Road whenever bodies 
of the enemy appeared, materially ash 


ing the final storming of Tsatszomui Station. 
After this time it becomes impossible to 
give any connceted account of the battle or 
tather series of separate combats. 

Yardhill held his own bravely till he 
was killed shorlly after nocn—his position 
being by that tine completely eurrounded, 
the line having been broken between 
Quarry Bay Gap and at Middle Gap. Up 
every ridge and spur the enemy swarmed 
with, it must bo admitted, the most reck- 
less gallantry, The attack from below was 
successful, ag it go often is when the ag. 
sailants“are prepared for an unlimited ex- 
penditure of Life te attain thoir- object,— 
and we claimed tho sacrifice to the uttermost 
tittle and fraction. General Morbleu 
waxed very ruelul alterwards when he saw 
the gaps in the European garrison of 
“Indo China,'—there were more gaps than 
garrison, and ho, had only gotten in ex- 
change a myuntain deluged with blood and 
a blazing town. 

The attack cept up by mere woight 
of numbers; where one of the eneniy 
dropped, hydrusheaded a score sprang up; 
where one of iurs fell (some husband, 
father or brother who forty-zight hours be- 
ford had been aia desk) there was none ta 
fill the breach. What we lacked in num- 
bers we made up in desperation and sullen 
fury.- ‘ 

Some curious instances of thy ‘ Berserk’ 
fury, or running amok as they call it in 
the Straits, veeurred. Quict, kindly men 
suddenly appeard to go mad, or were tired 
of Waiting for death, jumped the parapets 
and dashed in amongst the men, Toaring 
(possibly some old ancestor who had taken

General Wh.to had been taken down

proper authorities ia searcely a crime, but 
requently people havo ‘bogus title 
forced upon them. ‘Puss the potatoes 
Genoral,' said the wifé of an American Con- 
sul, on board a steamer, to a lato Postmas- 
ter-General of Hongkong, and sho insisted * 
on calling him ‘Generai’ for several dnys, .. 
till at Inat the Hongkong: official called the 
husband on ono side and explained to him 
that he had never heen inthe army, there- 
fore had no claim to the title bestowed on 
him by tho Indy. ‘But you are a Post~ 
ningter-Genoral,” replied the Conaul, ‘and 
you would be estled ‘* General” throughout 
the .United States."

the dead wore not embalmed, but buried in

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THE SPANISH INQUISITION IN 
YOKOHAMA, 
<. - Yokohsma, Sept. 21, 

A Manila mechanicien who arrived here 
ou the 21st of lust month to enter the em- 
ployment of a Froch firm appears to havo 
bevn the latest victim of the Spanish autho- 
rities. ‘Tho following particulars have becn 
supplied to us : 
hen the Manila 
knowing only his native language and 
Spanish, he weut to,livo with a country. 
man in Homimoku (this is tho young man 
now uttending school in Tokyo, who was 
arrested in the sireot on the 0th instant 
on 4 warmnt of the Spanish Consul, 
served hy the Anerican ‘ Barnoy Kane.') 
The young student, who knows five 
languages, was 4 valuable companion as 
intorproter and guide for thé engincer 
whe could not speak English or French 
aud did not know his way about. A fow 
days after, they noticed that they were 
‘followed about owrywhere by some rough 
jaw looking men, until the morning of 
the 10th, when both went to see the en- 
gincer’s employer at No. 13 Settlement. 
Thestudent was invited to uct asinterpreter, 
as the employer did not know Spanish and 
they could not unilerstund each other. “Ain 
hour after the student left, leaving tho 
engincer with his umployer, Aa soon 
as ho came out of the houw he was 
arrested. = Afterwards it was found -out 
that te Spanish Cunsul had employed 
several persons, ovo J, Ortiz, au Ameri- 
can subject, the Tapanese interpreter of Lhe 
consulate, and tice more Japanese, to 
arrest any Manilmen or natives of the 
Philippine Islands with the promise of a 
rewatd of 30 dollars gold for each head, 
Last’ Thursday (the 1th) the Manila 
engineer asked bis cimployer to take 
hon to the Consuhte to be reyistered, to. 
avoid any trouble; so a member of the 


firm went with kim on the folluwing 
mnoraing, Friday, the 17th. There he was 
examined by the Consul, who was 


to obtain information about all} 


Ig 
natives of the Philippine Islands who aro 
now in Yokohama snd of their movements. 
As the victim could not say anything, the 
Spanish Consul took hold of a revolver 
fromadrawer of his desk aud asked him 
‘do you know what this is.’ The 
Manilurian answend : ‘ Yes, Mr Consul.’ 
‘Well, this will cause to sing the bird 
that won't sing.’ On this the Manila- 
man immediately pulled out n sword he 
carried in his stick-and «showing it to the 
Consul said ‘I have ‘this, sir, to defend 
niyself, and the French gentleman who 
has come with me will be a witness if you 
shoot me,’. The French ventlenan inter- 
vened; and then the ‘Consul said: 
* Well, if yon have nothing to do and you 
du not care about the people who ‘live in 
that house where yuu are staying, J want 
you now to leave that house, Uome at 2 
O'clock this afternoon and any Japanose 
clerk, will go with you to’ find another 
place, or_you had better stay at Ortiz’s 
house.” Tho engineer objected, on which 
the Consul said ; * You go with my clerk to 
look for another,’. At about 6 p.m, he 
was romoved from Honmoku to the Sal- 
vation Army quurlerg and placed in the 
sailor's department, The engincer, after 
the whole day’s trouble, was settling down 
to rest, when about 9 p.m. the Japanese 
clerkof the Spanish Consul came with an 
ofder, that he must never go to Monmoku, 
and that he must havo his meals in the 
house of Ortiz. Now the government and 
the public in general must know these 
gross abuses, ‘Che man is afraid of being 
murdered or inxprisoned, as is often the 
ease in the Philippine Islands. The public 
must know also that sil the letter class 


people from Manilawho came tnt year to 
see" Japan, were caught by the Spaniards, 
some Were imprisoned, some cxiled and 
some shot.
